The Advance Echelon of Headquarters, 
GHQ Air Force, was not an operating 
agency during the tactical period. It did, 
however, prescribe the situations in 
order to control the operations and direct 
them along lines which would assure that 
maximum benefit could be derived from 
the short time available. 

Muroe Dry Lake and vicinity was as- 
sumed to be the City of Los Angeles with 
its airplane factories, docks, harbors and 





the pursuit encampment were targets for 
the opposing attack aviation. 

Of noteworthy interest on the defen 
sive side was the part played by the Cali 
fornia Edison Company in manning the 
air intelligence net. The complete facili 
ties of this Company were put at the ds 
posal of the defending forces, man) 
special wires were laid and observation 
posts were manned by Company em 
ployees who telephoned vital position re 
ports of the attacking aircraft to the com 
mander at Muroce Lake. As a double 
check, to insure that the defending foree 
received warning of an approaching al 
tack, each combat unit or single airplane 
of the attacking force reported its posi 
tion by radio as it entered the area cov 
ered by the net. 

Aerial camera guns were used in lieu 
of machine guns. Smoke screens were 
laid to reduce the effectiveness of the 
antiaircraft fire against the attacking 
forces of bombardment aviation. Lime 
water and tear gas were used to teach 
the ground forces how to protect them 
selves from gas attacks. 

All of the problems were designed tl 
conform to actual war methods as far as 
conditions would permit. Two four hour 
periods out of each 24 hours were the 
average operating periods. — Llowever 
some squadrons, especially bombardment, 
flew as much as 15 hours in a single day. 
Some missions were performed duriné 
daylight, others involved  nighi! opera:

relationship and effective cooperation 
for the good of the military service. 

Depending on the situation in Con- 
gress, particularly as to whether or not 
legislation concerning War Department 
activities will need his presence in 
Washington, Secretary Woodring is plan- 
ning to visit a number of Army installa- 
tions and Corps of Engineer's activities 
this Summer.

Endorses Journal Survey 


Representative J. William Ditter, 
R. of Pa., commenting on the Army 
AND Navy JOURNAL'S survey of 
opinion as to Navy selection, said 
this week:

Opposes Warrant Legislation 

Navy Department opposition to the 
Walsh bill providing promotion up to 
lieutenant commander for warrant offi- 
cers of the Navy was revealed this week 
aus the Department asked for a change 
in provisions for examination for war? 
rant officers, 

Secretary Swanson has submitted a 
report on S. 1633, introduced by Senator 
David I. Walsh, D. of Mass., chairman 
of the Senate Naval Committee, urging 
that the measure receive unfavorable 
action, Stating that while commis- 
sioned warrant officers are paid under 
the commissioned officer pay schedule 
this is “rather because of the availabil- 
ity of these standards than because of 
any intention to assume a parallel of 
duties or rank.” 

“The duties of the warrant and com- 
missioned warrant grades are definitely 
specialized,” the Secretary said, “and 
in the execution of these duties these 
officers \are frequently and generally 
under the supervision and direction of 
officers of the Line of all grades. The 
grant of the varying ranks, carried by 
the bill, to commissioned warrant offi- 
cers would seriously impair their use- 
fulness on board vessels of the Navy to 
such an extent that it would be inadvis- 
able to assign them to duty on any but 
the smallest vessels.” 

The bill would cost approximately

Attacks on Selection 
Mark House Hearings 


Operation of the Navy selection sys- 
tem was sharply attacked this week be- 
fore the House Naval Affairs Committee 
as hearings got under way on the reso- 
lution to suspend action of the system 
pending an overhaul. 

Representatives Sam Hobbs, D. of 
Ala, and J. Burrwood Daly, D. of Pa., 
appeared before the group on Monday 


and Tuesday, to criticize in strongly 
worded statements present personnel 
conditions in the Navy and Marine 
Corps and urged that selection and 
forced elimination, except to remove 
unfit officers, be abandoned. After 


hearing their testimony, the committee 
adjourned until next Wednesday, June 
-. when Representative J. William Dit- 
ter, R. of Pa., will bring forward a num- 
ber of witnesses in favor of Naval pro- 
motion reform, 

The testimony of Navy Department's 
representatives will be delayed, in ac- 
cordance with a ruling of Representative 
Carl Vinson, D. of Ga. chairman of the 
committee, until after the proponents of 
the resolution present their case. How- 
ever, Rear Adm. Adolphus Andrews, 
USN, Chief of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, did appear briefly to protest 
charges made in a letter from a naval 
officer presented by Representative Hobbs 
and to demand that the officer be called 
before the committee to justify his charge. 


Admiral Andrews listened for some 
time to Representative Hobbs’ attack on 
the selection system, during which the 
Congressinan repeatedly stated that the 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, dur- 
ing hearings before the House subcom- 
mittee on naval appropriations, had 
stated that there was no criticism of 
selection among naval officers, and then 
read letters he had received from naval 
olticers, berating personnel conditions to 
refute this statement. The Congressman 
declared that the Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation did not know what offi- 
cers of the Navy really thought about 
selection, recalling the latter's state- 
ment that he had invited all officers of 
the service to submit suggestions for im- 
provements in the system to the Depart- 
ment and had received about 150 replies, 
The views of these officers, he declared, 
were of course favorable to the present 
order, while other officers he said—~ 
would not submit their views to the 
Department because of the fear that it 
would be held against them. 

Admiral Andrews Asks Hearing 

The Chief of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, after hearing Congressman Hobbs 
read a Jetter from an unidentified naval 
officer accusing officers of “lying and 
cheating” in gunnery and engineering 
competitions because of the selection 
system, tried several times to break in, 
and finally at the end of Hobbs’ testi- 
mony asked to be heard. In decisive 
tones, revealing intense feeling, Admiral 
Andrews said: 

“T am not going to answer the many 
details of Mr. Hobbs’ testimony, but I 
do want to get the record straight as to 
his quoting me as having said there is 
no criticism of the selection system 
among officers. That is absolutely in- 
correct.” 

Reading from the printed testimony 
of hearings of the appropriations com- 
mittee, Admiral Andrews said that he 
had at that time stated that “I do not 
think there is any criticism at present 
prevailing as to the personal equation 
of the selection board.” Continuing, he 
stated: 

“Mr. Hobbs has made a most serious 
indictment of the naval service, declar- 
ing that officers are guilty of ‘lying, 
cheating and dishonesty.’ I take excep- 
tion to every single one of those state- 
ments. The officer who made those 
statements is himself dishonest and I 
ask that he be brought before this com- 
mittee and be made to give his testi- 
mony in person.” 

Representative Hobbs in declaring 
Admiral Andrews could not ascertain 
what naval officers really think about

Resignation Disapproved

Reenlistment Allowance Defeated 


The House, May 27, voted to continue 
the suspension of the reenlistment allow- 
ance until June 30, 1938, thus apparently 
ending until next year the fight to restore 
to enlisted men of the Army, Navy, Ma- 
rine Corps and Coast Guard the bonus 
provided by permanent law.

Air Pilots Honored 


Award of Distinguished Service 
Crosses to ist Lt. James H. Wallace, 
AC, USA, and 1st Lt. Frank A. Arm- 
strong, jr.. AC, USA, was announced by 
the War Department this week. 

The award was in connection with 
heroism displayed by the two officers 
while making a flight from David, Re- 
public of Panama, to Albrook Field, C. Z. 
The incident is thus described in Lieu- 
tenunt Arstrong’s citation: 

On November 20, 1935, Lieutenant Arm 
strong (then temporary Captain) was piloting 
an airplane with three passengers and a co 
pilot, from David, Republic of Panama, to 
Albrook Field, Canal Zone. While flying at 
an altitude of approximately 4,000 feet over 
jungle and mountainous terrain, the right 
engine of the airplane disintegrated. Lieu 
tenant Armstrong realizing the possibility of 
the remaining motor quitting and with no 
landing area visible, signalled to the co-pilot 
and passengers to jump, a comparatively safe 
proceeding at that time. With the airplane 
thus lightened and, with the assistance of the 
co-pilot who did not jump when ordered to, 
Lieutenant Armstrong then piloted the air 
plane to a safe landing on a distant field. 
His courage and coolness in this emergency 
undoubtedly resulted in saving the lives of 
the passengers and by preventing a crash 
landing, saved the airplane from destruction.

Ft. McClellan Training 
Fort McClellan, the infantry training 
center of the Fourth Corps Area, will be 


the objective of almost six thousand 
trainees during the coming summer. 


There will be exercised the actual prin- 
ciples and tests of the class and drill-hall 
training that has been absorbed during 
the past winter. Units that are separated 
over two or more states will assemble 
here for field training. Members of the’ 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps of all 
senior infantry units in the Fourth Corps 
Area will attend. The CMTC of the 
Fourth Camp Area will be there, Na- 
tional Guard units of Alabama, Georgia, 
Florida, and Tennessee will be present. 

Fort McClellan, covering 19,500 acres 
in the northern part of the state, will 
offer many advantages to the trainees 
that did not exist in previous years 
There has been an expansion program 
of $1,500,000 at the post during the past 
year. Among the many new advantages 
there are new barracks, a new theater, 
enlisted men’s service club, post gym- 
nusium, chapel, officers’ club, and a golf 
course that is in process of being built 
at the present time.

Designation of Beneficiary 

The Comptroller General has held, in 
regard to the payment to a beneficiary 
other than widow or child of the six 
months’ gratuity provided by the Act of 
December 17, 1919, that the right of a 
second beneficiary to this gratuity is con- 
tingent upon the death of the first bene- 
ficiary. 

“As such decision,” the War Depart- 
ment is notifying the service, “defeats the 
claim of the second beneficiary, where the 
first becomes disqualified subsequent to 
designation, W.D., A.G.O. Form No. 41 
(Designation of Beneficiary) has been 
amended (July 5, 1934 edition) so as to 
provide that in the event of the death or 
disqualification of the first-named depen- 
dent relative the second-named desig- 
nated beneficiary may receive payment. 

“All officers who have designated two 
dependent relatives other than wife or 
child should, if they have not already 
done so, or if there is any doubt of their 
having done so, submit to The Adjutant 
General a designation of beneficiary on 
the amended form.”

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Comment on Selection 


Further returns tabulated this week in 
the ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL’s survey of 
Navy and Marine Corps opinion as to the 
selection system bear out the early re- 
turns. 

The early returns tabulated this week 
reveal that three out of four officers are 
not in favor of the present selection sys- 
tem and about the same proportion favor 
immediate legislative reform. Only a 
small percentage—less than 10 per cent of 
the total—are opposed to any selection at 
all in the Navy—but nearly three to one 
are of the opinion ‘that the present en- 
forced elimination system lowers morale 
among officers. A bare majority favors 
Admiral Sims’ system of ascertaining the 
service reputation of officers in connec- 
tion with their selection. 

Some of the comments written by of- 
ficers in submitting the questionaires are 
published below. (Note: an asterick* is 
placed before the remarks of officers who 
have been passed over). 

Lt., USN. 
Lieutenant Commander is too drastic, 
tions above not drastic enough.

Comdr. (SC), USN. “We should let present 
laws operate for five years.” 

Capt. (MC), USN. “Selection must be limited 
to the upper grades and then a man should 
have some protection from unfounded gossip 
and spite.” 

Maj., USMC. “10% Selection up. 80% pro- 
motion by seniority. 10% selection out.” 

Capt. (SC), USN. “The system is imperfect 
but no one has offered a better substitute. 
The human equation being involved it would 
appear to be impossible to devise a perfect 
system.” 

Capt., USMC. “Drastic selection out not up. 
Some solution must also be found to lessen 
the evils of favoritism and “yessing’, Officers 
must be assured that promotion will not be 
compromised by their failure at any given 
time to agree with their seniors.” 

Capt., USMC, “Prefer system in vogue prior 
to present system except that a strict ad 
herence to laws governing professional and 
physical exams be required.

These candidates are subject to further 
tests in July or August, as to their mental 
and physical acceptability. Those finally 
approved will be commissioned in August 
and ordered to school during the first 
week of September. 

During the past years a limited number 
of graduates of Naval Reserves Officers 
Training Corps Units have been commis- 
sioned in the Supply Corps of the Navy. 

This is a readoption of a policy that had 
its inception in 1930 and 1931, when a 
total of twelve graduates of those units 
were selected and given commissions as 
Ensigns. During the next four years 
Naval Academy graduates were sufficient 
to fiill the demands of the Supply Corps, 
which were limited by reduced appropria- 
tions, and no Reserve officers were admit- 
ted. In 1936, however, the privilege was 
again extended to the Training Corps 
Students, and this was repeated in 1937. 

Vacancies normally occuring in the 
commissioned list of Supply Corps will 
ordinarily be filled only by graduates of 
the Naval Academy. It is only when the 
number of available Naval Academy 
graduates is insufficient to fill the existing 
vacancies that the Naval ROTC graduates 
will be considered acceptable for these 
positions.

2ead Adm. R. R. Waesche, Com- 
mandant, has just announced the Coast 
Guard’s new personnel policy, effective 
immediately. The statement follows: 


As far as practicable personnel as- | 
signments shall be made in accordance 
with the wishes of administrative offi- | 


ers of the Coast Guard who are offi- 
dally charged with carrying out the 
duties of the Service. Personnel will be 
assigned in such a way as to keep the 
eficiency and morale of the service at 
the maximum. 

Officers, Warrant Officers, and En- 
listed men will be assigned duty com- 
mensurate with rank, specialty, and 
ability. The Government will not be put 
to undue expense by frequent or un- 
necessary Changes. 

Care will be exercised that no unjus- 
tice or unfairness will be done to per- 
sonnel, thereby lowering the efficiency 
of the service. 

Other conditions permitting, person- 
nel shall be assigned duty pleasing to 
them. 

The Commandant will approve all as- 
signments of Captains, Commanders, 
and District Commanders. Assignments 
of personnel to Coast Guard Headquar- 
ters will be made in accordance with the 
wishes of the various division heads if 
practicable. Division Commanders and 
District Commanders shall be consulted 
regarding personnel matters whenever 
the opportunity offers. 

The personnel assigned to duty at the 
U.S. Coast Guard Academy shall, as far 
as practicable, be in accordance with the 
desires of the Superintendent of the 
Academy. 

As far as it is practicable to do so, 
and without conflict with other provi- 
sions of this policy, assignments of fol- 
lowing personnel shall have the approval 
of the offices indicated :

The Navy Department has announced 
that an examination of the multiples 
ised in advancement by various units 
has indicated considerable differences 
‘xisting as to the weights of the several 
factors making up such multiples.

On stations that are particularly un- 
desirable due to climatic or other con- 
ditions, the tours of duty for officers and 
men will be 2 years, unless it is agree- 
able to such officers and men to remain 
for a longer period. These stations will 
be designated as occasion demands. 

All newly commissioned officers, upon 
graduation from the Academy except as 
otherwise provided, will be assigned to 
sea duty and as far as practicable will 
remain on sea duty for 6 years. At least 
2 years of this time will be spent on 
engineering duty. During this six year 
period, the tour of duty on one vessel 
will not be longer than two years (first 
two years not longer than one). 

Except as otherwise provided, com- 
missioned officers shall not be moved 
solely by reason of length of duty under 
4 years. 

Following the first six years of sea 
duty, commissioned officers will alter- 
nate between shore and sea duty until 
reaching rank of Captain, except as 
otherwise provided. 

Officers selected for aviation duty will 
be assigned to that duty as far as prac- 
ticable upon completion of three years’ 
service subsequent to graduation from 
the Academy. 

Chief Warrant, and Warrant Officers 
who are eligible for sea duty will not be 
moved solely by reason of length of a 
tour of duty under 4 years. Other Chief 
Warrant and Warrant Officers will not 
be moved solely by length of duty on a 
station. Enlisted men will not be moved 
by reason of length of duty on a detail. 

Shore assignments and Harbor assign- 
ments will as a rule be made from men 
who have had long service with the 
Coast Guard, provided competent men in 
that category are available. 

As far as is practicable, 3 months’ 
notice will be given an officer of a pro- 
posed change in assignment. Additional 
notice will be given as far as is prac- 
ticable in assignments to the Coast 
Guard Academy.

Trousers for Air Corps 


In connection with the recent announce- 
ment authorizing the wearing of trousers 
instead of breeches by Air Corps per- 
sonnel, the following amendment was 
issued to the service this week: 

1. Subject to the availability of trousers, all 
personnel of the Air Corps will wear trousers 
and shoes on all occasions for which breeches 
and boots or leggings are now prescribed in 
Army Regulations. Any service breeches, 
cotton khaki or elastique 24-ounce, in the 
hands of enlisted men, which have not been 
used or marked, may be turned in and credit 
taken therefore on the clothing money-allow- 
ance. The turn-in will be made to the post 
quartermaster on a shipping ticket, a copy 
of which will be sent to the corps area 
finance officer for the auditor’s file. Each 
shipping ticket should show the name and 
serial number of the enlisted men whose ac- 
counts have been credited with the turn-in. 
The credit for turn-in will be at current prices.

Flight Pay Study 


Congressional restudy of policies af- 
fecting the payment of additional com- 
pensation for flight duty probably will 
not be undertaken until next December, 
it was learned this week. 

Representative D. Lane Powers, R. of 
N. J., whose interest in the subject re- 
sulted in the decision of the House sub- 
committee on War Department appro- 
priations to investigate the entire policy, 
told the Army and Navy Journal that 
no further action is contemplated at this 
time. He plans to collect additional 
data from the Departments and to have 
it ready by December at which time it 
is proposed to ask the subcommittee on 
naval appropriations and the Military 
and Naval legislative committees to join 
with them in the study. 

Mr. Powers is particularly interested 
in some form of compulsory insurance 
for officers and men of the armed ser- 
vices on flight duty. 

At the request of the subcommittee

WE JOIN WITH THE ARMY AND THE NAVY and Marine Corps in 
welcoming into active service the young men who will graduate in June from the 
Military and Naval Academies. They have spent the formative years of their lives 
in preparation for the discharge of the arduous and responsible duties about to 
be placed upon their shoulders. They have been given instruction in their profes- 
sions at Institutions which deservedly rank high not only among like Institutions 
in other nations but among civilian universities and colleges. They have had the 
advantage of the care and guidance of officers who have distinguished themselves 
in peace and war. It is their job now to take up the banner of national defense 
and carry it forward in accordance with the great traditions of their respective 
services. In our times no longer is the slogan applicable: “Their’s not to reason 
why, their’s but to do and die.” The duty of the new officers is to reason, to display 
judgment and initiative, to build up their own character and those of the countless 
number of young men who at the call of country will entrust their health and 
lives in their hands. The records of the services glisten with deeds performed in 
peace as well as in war. To emulate them we are sure is the ambition of every 
graduate. In this spirit, the branches of National Defense which they have 
respectively selected, will greet them as they leave their Alma Mater. 


NOTHING MORE CLEARLY ESTABLISHES the value of the survey we are 
making of the character and operation of the existing naval promotion system than 
the attention being paid to it at the Capitol. As he stated he would do in his letter 
to us, Senator Walsh, Chairman of the Senate Naval Affairs Committee, is follow- 
ing our returns with keen interest. At the hearings of the House Naval Affairs 
Committee this week, the analysis of the first few days’ cards received, which we 
published in our last issue, was commented upon by the Chairman and members, 
and other members of the House present, as indicative of the trend of sentiment pre- 
vailing in the Navy. It was realized by them that the responses to our inquiries 
truly expressed frank thought and judgment, were free from any suggestion of of- 
ficial pressure and, therefore, could be accepted as the accurate opinions of those 
replying. What is making our returns so impressive to members of Congress is the 
fact that immediately upon receipt the cards are tabulated and then instantly 
destroyed. This guarantee of secrecy, it is accepted, assures an accurate reflection 
of Service view. Further impressing the members of the two Houses is the fairness 
of the tabulation, the figures reporting the number for or against selection, for 
or against the other points upon which replies are being solicited. In other words, 
the sincerity of the survey is recognized, and the deposition of interested members 
is to accept the returns at their face value. There is little doubt now that Congress 
will thoroughly consider and explore the character of the promotion laws, and 
there is equally little doubt that in the legislation eventually to be formulated, 
careful consideration will be given to the sentiment of the Navy as disclosed by 
the returns the Army AND Navy Journat will receive. In view of this fact, it is 
imperative that every officer should fill in and mail his card to us. Failure to do 
so may give an erroneous impression to Congress, To avoid anything of the kind, 
write your answers and drop your card in the post TODAY! 


JUST AS THE OPERATION of an army in the field requires perfect teamwork 
between the commander and the leaders of the component units, so the operation 
of the Department which administers the military forces is at its peak when a 
sympathetic understanding exists between the Secretary and his Chief of Staff.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


The Navy’s Dirigible Policy—Secretary of the Navy Swanson revealed this week 
that although the General Board some time ago recommended, as the result of an 


intensive study, that the Navy build a small dirigible for training purposes—a recom- 
mendation which earlier had been made by the Durand Committee—no determina- 
tion has been made by the Department and that the subject is still “under study.” 

It is understood that the General Board recommended construction of a rigid 
airship of about 3,000,000 cubic feet capacity to cost about $3,000,000. The Secretary 
indicated that he believes dirigibles to be vulnerable and costly. The Navy, he said, 
is very much divided on the policy to be followed in lighter-than-air and that although 
no decision has been reached they might later ask for the small one recommended by 
the General Board. Questioned regarding the Durand committee’s report which rec- 
ommended that the Navy resume dirigible development, the Secretary replied that 
he would not make the report public, that he considered it only for the Department’s 
information. 











Experimental Army Uniform—It is considered quite likely that there will be 
further field tests this Summer or Fall of the experimental field service uniform 
for enlisted men of the Army. Reports made by the Boards of the various arms 
and services and as the result of the field test by the 30th Infantry during the 
landing force exercise last Winter at San Clemente Island, Calif., are being 
thoroughly evaluated and changes made in the proposed uniform to conform with 
the objections thus far found. It is quite likely that a quantity of the resulting 
uniform will be manufactured and issued to one organization at Ft. George G. Meade, 
Md., and to one at Ft. Myers, Va., for further extended field tests. 

Brig. Gen. A. B, Warfield, assistant Quartermaster General in charge of the 
Supply Division, told the House Appropriations Committee that no changes in the 
appropriations would be necessary in connection with the work on the field service 
uniform or the proposed blue dress uniform for enlisted men. “We cannot predict,” 
General Warfield said, “the exact changes that would be accomplished ; because we 
have not yet determined upon the components of that exprimental uniform. The 
Chief of Staff has proceeded upon the theory, in this experiment, that he would 
provide a very plain service uniform and a dress uniform for the same amount of 
money which is now expended upon our present combination service-and-dress 
uniform, and not exceed that amount of money.” 

In response to questiéns from Representative Starnes, General Warfield stated 
that tests have been under way to determine the practicability of a helmet for wear 
in the tropics and summer wear in portions of the United States where it might be 
desirable. However, the General indicated that it is still a debatable subject; that 
some reports indicate that they are very satisfactory, while others report adversely. 


J. S. Fleet Home—The United States Fleet arrived at home ports in California 

yesterday,—Friday, May 28—thus bringing to an end a cruise, involving naval 
war maneuvers on an unprecedented scale, that began 42 days ago, of which 29 
were at sea. These latter were of full 24 hours of arduous work,—continuous day 
and night watches under simulated war conditions. 

Observers noted that the success of the maneuvers speaks volumes for the 
leadership of Admiral Arthur J. Hepburn, commander in chief of the fleet, his 
flag officers in command of the Battle Force, Admiral C. C, Bloch; the Scouting 
Force, commanded by Vice Adm. Wm. T. Tarrant; the Battleship Divisions, Battle 
Force, under Vice Adm, E. C, Kalbfus, the battle force destroyers, under the 
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command of Rear Adm. Clark H. Woodward; the destroyers of the Scouting 
Fleet, commanded by Rear Adm. James O. Richardson; the fleet aircraft anq 
carriers commanded by Vice Adm. Frederick J. Horne; the Base Force, led py 
Rear Adm. Watt T. Cluverius; the Submarine Force, under the command of Rear 
Adm. Joseph R. Defrees; the cruisers, battle fleet, led by Rear Adm. Walter Nn, 
Vernou ; the cruisers, scouting fleet, commanded by Rear Adm. Edward B. Fenner; 
and these division commanders,—Rear Admirals, Joseph K. Taussig, John w. 
Greenslade, Manley H. Simons, Harry L. Brinser, Julius C. Townsend, and 
Ernest J. King, commanding aircraft, Base Force. 

Aside from the pride of the spectators who witnessed the handling of the 
ships as they approached and entered the Golden Gate and their obvious readi- 
ness for any eventuality, was their conviction that they were looking on the most 
powerful, modern, and well balanced fleet that has ever been assembled under the 
command of any commander in chief in the history of the Navy. For the tirst 
time, there was to be seen in naval steaming formations the greatest number of 
heavy fighting cruisers ever seen in fleet formation in American waters. Neyer 
before has any person, except those officers and men now in the fleet, seen the 
13 new heavy cruisers under a single command, nor has anyone hitherto looked 
on all four of the aircraft carriers of the Navy, steaming in formation. These 
units, together with ten battleships constituted the greatest offensive and defen- 
sive naval power that has ever been brought together under the command of an 
American commander in chief, in peace or war. 

The health conditions in all the ships of the fleet are reported as being un- 
surpassed. This has been ascribed by one of the medical officers, to an abundance of 
good and fresh food rations furnished by the Supply Officers in all the ships, to 
superlatively high hygenic conditions on board ship, and to a proper variety of

Comforter for Troops in North—An interesting test is being conducted by the Army 
Quartermaster Corps with a view to developing a satisfactory comforter to replace 
the heavy woolen blankets issued to troops in northern climates. Under present 
conditions the original issue of woolen blankets is two to a man, but at some northern 
posts it is necessary to give them four, five or even six, according to the needs deter- 
mined by the medical officers. The great weight of four or five woolen blankets, 
while necessary to keep warm, is not conducive to restful sleep. A satisfactory com- 
forter would supply warmth and still not weigh the sleeper down. 

At present eider-down filled comforters are issued for use in Alaska, but these 
are far too expensive for general issue, The one now being tested (small numbers 
have been issued at such posts as Lincoln, N. D. and Ft. Snelling, Minn.) is a downy 
comforter with woolen covering and filled with wool. While it would cost about 
$10 as compared with $5 for one woolen blanket, it would be at least as warm 48 
two blankets and probably as warm as three. Results of the tests now being made 
will determine final action regarding manufacture and issue. 


Army Medical Corps Notes—Maj. Gen. Stanley D. Embick, Deputy Chief of Staff 
of the Army, will attend graduation exercises of the officer class at the Medical Field 
Service School, Carlisle Barracks, Pa., on June 5. General Embick will deliver the 
address, which will be followed by a review of the student officers and troops of 
Carlisle Barracks, which include the First Medical Regiment. 

The Ninth International Congress of Military Medicine and Pharmacy to be held 
at Bucharest, Roumania, June 2 to 10, will be attended by representatives of the 
Medical Departments of the Army and Navy, the Public Health Service, the Veterans 
Administration, and the Association of Military Surgeons, who have been selected 
by the President as the United States Delegation to the Congress. Maj. Gen. Charles 
R. Reynolds, Surgeon General of the Army, who was selected as Chairman of the 
Delegation from the United States will be unable to attend. Col. Harold Wellingto 
Jones, USA, MC, on duty as Librarian of the Army Medical Library, has been selected 
as the representative of the Surgeon General. Following the meeting of this Congress, 
Colonel Jones will represent the American Red Cross at the meeting of the Com- 
mission of Experts for the proposed Revision and Adaptation of the Hague Convention 
of 1907 to the Geneva Convention of 1929, June 15 to 20 in Geneva, and also at the 
International Conference on Air Relief in Budapest, June 11 to 14. Colonel Jones 
also will represent the Medical Department of the Army at the 200th Anniversary 
of the founding of the Georg-August-Universitat, Gottingen, Germany, June 25 ' 
30, 1937. 


In compliance with the Joint Resolution of Congress, the President will invite 
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the Tenth International Congress of Military Medicine and Pharmacy to meet in 
the United States in 1939. 

Maj. Gen. Charles R. Reynolds, Surgeon General of the Army, represented the 
Medical Department at the 150th anniversary of the founding of the College of 
Physicians of Philadelphia. This college, founded in 1787, is the oldest of the medical 
associations of this nature in the United States and has had among its presidents, 
Dr. John Morgan and Dr. William Shippen, both of whom served as Chief Physician 
and Surgeon General of the American Forces during the Revolutionary War. 


Guns for Battleships—The question of whether or not the Navy Department will 
mount 16-inch guns on the two new Battleships, the USS North Carolina, and the USS 
Washington, is being held “in abeyance” according to announcement this week by 
Secretary Swanson. The crux of the situation, the Secretary said, is that the United 
States does not want, in view of the present strained armament situation, to be 
placed in the position of leading a world armament rivalry. 


The decision on the size of guns to be installed on the two capital ships can be |

1938, although the Navy Department expects to make a 


Secretary Swanson announced that present plans provided for either twelve 14- 
inch guns, or nine 16-inch guns. The opening of bids on June 17, will be carried out 
as planned, provisions having already been made for the substitution of either type 
armament. 

Foreign angles were inserted into the discussion with the disclosure that Great 
Britain plans to use 14-inch guns, while the Japanese are noncommittal as to their 
plans. 

The question of whether or not Russia will be able to purchase a “knocked down” 
battleship in the United States is still hanging fire. The Navy Department disclaimed 
any interest in whether or not the Bethlehem Steel Co. could construct such a ship, 
although admitting that an “unnamed” corporation in the United States is capable 
of building a 16-inch gun. 


The Eclipse Expedition—The United States Naval Observatory, in cooperation with 
the National Geographic Society, will make a study of the total eclipse of the 
sun which will occur on June 8, over the Pacific Ocean. The joint expedition 
will make its base on the island of Canton, in the Phoenix group, it was an- 
nounced by Captain Andrew 8. Hickey, USN Acting Superintendent of the 
Naval Observatory. 

The Naval Observatory’s interest in connection with eclipses 
obtaining the time of contact of the moon’s limb with that of the sun. 
data are collected chiefly for use in the Nautical Almanac office to base 
predictions on the moons position in the heavens. 

The Navy Department has placed Captain J. F. 
the present Superintendant of the Naval Observatory, in 
participation. Astronomer J. E. Willis of the Naval Observatory is a 
of the party. 

Practically all the equipment used by the US Navy-National Geographic Ex- 
pedition is the property of the US Naval Observatory. The hazardous work of 
transporting material from Honolulu to Canton Island, and return to Honolulu, 
of the building of concrete foundations ashore, of the erection of tents, and of 
the subsistance of the party, is the responsibility of the United States Navy.

She 
recently completed her shakedown cruise which included visits to several European 
ports. 

The Omaha, after being relieved by the Charleston, will proceed to the 
Charleston Navy Yard for overhaul and upon completion will sail for European 
waters. After Rear Admiral Arthur P. Fairfield, US Navy, Commander of Squad- 
ron Forty (T) shifts his flag to the Omaha, the Raleigh will proceed to United 
States Navy Yard for overhaul. The Raleigh has been in European waters since 
last September. She will resume her regular duty as flagship of Commander, De- 
Stroyer, Scouting Force upon completion of overhaul. 

The Manley and Claxton are now operating with Destroyer Squadron Ten, 
Scouting Force. Upon relief, the Hatfield and Kane will return to the United 
States for overhaul and later join the destroyer squadrons of the Battle Force.

The Spanish War—Much interest has been evidenced in Washington in an article 
by Didier Poulain regarding the Spanish situation, appearing in the French publica- 
tion La Candide. 

“If there is one consolation to be drawn from this tragic conjecturing it is the 
growing difficulties of war. The operation is more and more complex, and no longer 
pays. The Totalitarian war, upon which an aggressive nation could rest its hopes, 
does not work. To the dead bodies of soldiers, one adds those of women and children, 
but the fight continues more bloody. Above all it is healthy warning for certain people 
that defenses are generally stronger than attacks. The perfection of automatic arms, 
the strength of the great fortifications, or even if the simple field fortifications, tend 
to render war more and more costly. 

“Before these burnings, shootings, and atrocities let us recoil, let us reflect, and 
let us prove a curious paradox, that after having been placed ten times on the edge 
of a vast European conflagration, the Spanish conflict will have as an ultimate 
consequence the putting aside for a long time the thunderbolts which prowl along 
the Brenner and at Danzig, and elsewhere, because nobody is ready, and everybody 
has just become aware of it.”

Emery Arden Grantham, 
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Notes on Italian Tactical Doctrine. 

—The tactical doctrine of an army is 
influenced by racial and temperamental 
factors as well as purely military eco- 
nomic conditions; the evolution of the 
Italian doctrine shows this clearly. The 
advent of Fascism found an army with 
lowered morale and confused professional 
consciousness; it is to Mussolini's credit 
that he laid the basis for a rejuvenation. 
Consequently, Italy delayed the publica- 
tion of doctrinary regulations until 1928 
and followed this early issue of “national 
doctrine” with a more recent, of 1935-36, 
utilizing the extraordinary experiences 
and achievements of the Ethiopian op- 
erations. (Directives for Large Units and 
the Combat of the Division.) 


Generally speaking, there is emphasis 
on moral factors, on initiative, on offen- 
sive warfare, on freedom of individual 
command and leadership. This emphasis 
on the principle of offensive action and 
the war of movement was conspicuous in 
the recent maneuvers, in the vicinity of 
Naples ; the so-called Meeting engagement 
was of frequent occurrence. 

Considerations of terrain, in view of 
the special conditions on the frontiers of 
Italy, plays a great role, but in all cases, 
offensive action is called for; since ini- 
tial operations may not permit (in Italian 
topography) flank operations, the break- 
through has been studied, but as a means 
for exploitation only; such a_break- 
through is not limited to a single local- 
ity, but successive (or simultaneous) ef- 
forts in different localities are contem- 
plated. Hand in hand with this concep- 
tion, we find the pressure for relentless 
and immediate exploitation, in order to 
keep the battle action fluid; there is an 
aversion to stabilization. 

Infantry remains the principal arm; 
Mussolini increased the number of rifle 
men threefold in the reorganization of 
1927. High-angle fire accompanying 
weapons are more numerous in the Italian 
than in any other infantry and probably 
represent the solution of the problem of 
the “last 300 yards,” in the attack. 

As regards artillery, its principal mis- 
sions remain normal, in comparison with 
other armies, but greater freedom of em- 
ployment is contemplated. While the at- 
tachment of artillery units to infantry re- 
mains the exception, there are many situa- 
tions, in which it is directly authorized 
and recommended: in meeting engage- 
ments to facilitate close infantry sup- 
port; exploitation of success; close ter- 
rain, ete. 

As regards general principles, pursuit 
is stressed and contrary to former regu- 
lations, that seem to favor the employ- 
ment of fresh units, the pursuit is to be 
pushed by the troops immediately avail- 
able, i. e., those that initiated the suc- 
cessful combat; apparently, a forward 
drive instead of a methodical relief by 
other units. 

In the defense, fire action is stressed 
and an aversion to rigid defensive posi- 
tions; the position is echeloned deeply, 
with an outpost line, an M.L.R. with a 
deep zone 2 to 6 miles in rear, with inter- 
mediate positions for artillery and re- 
serves, 

As to frontages in the attack, the new 
regulations are vague and avoid expres- 
sion of definite figures; apparently they 
do not wish to tie commanders to stand- 
ardized formations. 

The defense is to be active, i. e., always 
involving some form of the counter at- 
tack. 

As to security measures, they begin as 
early as the possibility of hostile motor- 
ized intervention. In general, distances 
will be regulated to keep hostile small- 
arms fire from reaching the advance- 
guard supports, and artillery fire from 
reaching the main body. Local security 
is effected by far flung observation posts, 
with adequate means of communication; 
hostile interferences is to be stopped by 
mobile, mechanized formations. 

Modern weapons, chemicals, mechan- 
ized, units, etc., are regarded as auxili- 
aries, in the sense of cooperating in mak-

France: New Divisional Organiza- 

tions. The foreign press reports recent 
developments in the organization of the 
French Army; it appears that motoriza- 
tion is proceeding at a steady, rapid pace ; 
seven Infantry Divisions are partly mo- 
torized ; staff echelons, signal and recon- 
naissance units, artillery battalions and 
trains are completely motorized; the in- 
fantry is to be transported in truck. How- 
ever, it appears that only four divisions 
are completely motorized, i.e., they have 
sufficient organic trucks to move all their 
personnel ; truck types range from two to 
five ton, with a carrying capacity of 20 
to 40 men. 

A so-called “light division” has made 
its appearance, composed of one regiment 
of armoured cars and one brigade of 
tanks; there are also several battalions 
of infantry, on cross-country vehicles and 
the usual proportion of artillery, engi- 
neers and service troops. The partial 
motorization seems to extend to “cavalry 
divisions,” composed of a brigade of horse 
cavalry and a brigade of “dragon portés” 
i.e. riflemen carried on cross-country 
vehicles. 

The 8d, 12th and 15th Infantry Divi- 
sions are fully motorized. The 4th 
Cavalry Division is fully motorized and 
in transition to become a light mechan- 
ized division. The artillery is about half 
motorized, at the present time. 

Tank units received an increase in a 
“labour-detachment” for each tank regi- 
ment; large numbers of heavy but fast 
Model D tanks have been introduced in 
certain tank units. 

As regards At-tank equipment, all in- 
fantry and cavalry units are equipped 
with a 25 mm. Hotchkiss anti-tank gun. 
(Sanct Christophorus. September) 


3 Germany. Recent Trends. 1. Anti-tank 
Defense Units. German current opinion 
seems to contemplate the following anti- 
tank units and weapons, in various or- 
ganizations, viz: 

Infantry Company: 2 M.G. 20-mm., for 
each platoon, horse-drawn, or hand-car- 
ried; on motorcycles in motorized units. 

Infantry Battalion: 1 Platoon of 4 anti- 
tank cannons (horse or motorized). 

Infantry Regiment: 1 A-Tank Co., 3 
platoons, on cross-country vehicles. 

Infantry Division: 1 mixed battalion 
composed of 2 anti-tank companies, 1 
engineer company (obstacles, demoli- 
tions) 1 company of anti-tank M. Guns. 

The Corps: 1 Anti-tank Battalion, of 3 
Companies and 1 Engineer Company. 

The Army: An A-tank regiment com- 
posed of Hqs. and Comm. Platoon. 1 
Armoured Car Co., 2 A-Tank Bns., 1 
Motorcycle Bn., 1 Engr. Bn. (Mil. Wiss. 
Rundschau ) 

2. The Reconnaissance Squadron. The 
modern trend in motorization places em- 
phasis upon reconnaissance units of 
equal speed and adequate organization ; 
the entire problem is still unsettled. The 
traditional function of cavalry in fur- 
nishing reconnaissance for large units is 
unimpaired, but a modified organization 
is indicated, in which horse, motor and 
cyclists may find combined employment; 





the bicycle or motorcycle has many ad- 
herents; bicyclists are mobile, noiseless, 
inconspicuous. 

The need for heavy M. G. is acknowl- 
edged, on motor transport. Communica- 
tion requires an improved radio-phone; 
the problem of mortars, anti-tank weap- 
ons and scout cars is still controversial. 
Mortars and anti-tank guns are deficient 
in cross-country ability, with present 
types; the scout-cars are armoured too 
lightly and also lack cross-country capac- 
ity, but a reconnaissance unit requires 
vehicles of that kind. A light tank might 
fulfill all implied requirements viz: (a) 
cross-country mobility, (b) heavy armour 
as compared to scout-cars, (c) anti-tank 
capacity because of speed which reduces 
vulnerability, (d) Armament including 
M. G. and heavier armour-piercing cali- 
bers. These tanks require a small crew 
only, 3 men. 

A combination of such tanks and horse 
units seems feasible, though bicyclists are 
preferred, in this combination—the horse 
with cross-country ability,.the cyclists 
with speed and quiet on the road; at any 
rate, tanks must be injected into the pic- 
ture, for security measures and in case of 
serious resistance ; the cyclists are liable 
to come up against road blocks at any 
time; the tanks can remove these with 
less danger than unprotected men; com- 
bat will become unavoidable, sooner or 
later, and the tanks will have to function 
as mobile artillery. (Militar Wochen- 
blatt) 


4 The Spanish Civil War: Military 
Lessons. What military lessons have 
been developed during the Spanish Civil 
War? Has Spain become a fertile field of 
observation for military powers since men 
and material of diverse foreign origin 
have been matched against each other? 


German military secrets. Everything 
is rather secretive in Spain; the German 
contingents in particular guard jealously 
all details about their equipment now 
“undergoing tests”; while it is compara- 
tively easy to obtain general personnel 
data, it is extremely difficult to get infor- 
mation on armament, types and charac- 
teristics of weapons. 

The anti-aircraft materiel, of German 
make, is very closely guarded; there are 
German sentries, the troops are German 
specialists under orders of a German 
Staff, and it is even difficult for officers 
of Franco’s army to gain access to these 
units ; the expenditures of ammunition is 
watched and controlled, veiling the Ger- 
man AA-Service in mysterious secrecy; 
these units receive missions or assign- 
ments from Franco’s General Staff, but 
execute them strictly in their own way 
and by their own means. There are occa- 
sional rumors of definite disagreement 
between the German General Faupel, 
who appears to control German volunteers 
and detachments, and the Spanish Com- 
mander-in-chief ; at any rate the Germans 
do not permit “ exterior control” to any 
extent. 

Anti-aircraft guns.—One important 
fact seems definitely established : the effi- 
cacy of the German AA artillery, arma- 
ment and equipment; the anti-aircraft 
cannon appears to have become a dan- 
gerous adversary against every type of 
aircraft in flight. The present record 
shows a large number of hits and enemy 
airplanes brought down; the figures re- 
ported are generally accepted as reliable. 
This marks a great step in advance as 
compared with the situation during the 
World War; during that period the ratio 





of effectiveness of AA artillery, compared 
with pursuit aviation, was rather low 
something like 5 to 1, iLe., five planes 
brought down by enemy pursuit planes as 
against one destroyed by AA fire. On the 
Spanish battle front, this ratio seems to 
have been definitely reversed, in favor of 
the AA artillery. 


As regards the opposing air services, 
there is no evidence of superiority of one 
type of machine over another, although 
every conceivable model of French, Ger- 
man, Russian, Italian, and English manuy- 
facture has been employed. At any rate, 
neither side can claim “complete contro] 
of the air”; in the beginning, both adver- 
saries had bought indiscriminately any 
type of aviation equipment that was avail- 
able in the open market; needless to say 
unscrupulous purveyors of armament saw 
a chance to dispose of obsolete or ineffi- 
cient equipment. Lately, however, the 
Spanish opponents are buying more ju- 
diciously and have learned to conserve 
their materiel while the hard school of 
actual service has developed greater 
competence and skill amongst the techni- 
cal personnel. 


A disillusionment: the light, fast tank. 
An important item of information is con- 
tained in the alleged failure of the Ger- 
man light fast tanks in the course of 
battle. This model, light tank, or combat 
car has a crew of two men, is armed with 
two light machine guns, reported capable 
of a speed of 50 kms. per hour, cross- 
country, but apparently has armor of in- 
sufficient quality and resistance : this tank 
was found generally vulnerable to all 
types of anti-tank fire and even to small- 
arms and machine-gun fire ; arriving with 
great speed on the scene of action, the 
tanks succumbed to steady infantry fire, 
many of them being perforated like sieves. 
This must have startled the German Gen- 
eral Staff, which had great confidence 
previously in this type of combat vehicle; 
in their opinion the so-called “armored 
division” was “an instrument for break- 
through action which would pierce the 
enemy disposition like a battering ram.” 
Such a division contemplated an organi- 
zation of two regiments of combat cars 
(i.e., light, fast tanks) of 500 vehicles, 
with 2 machine guns each, capable of de- 
veloping an “extraordinary density of 
fire, believed to be irresistible considering 
the speed and mobility of these units.” 

Now it was found that the armor of 
these vehicles is inadequate and their 
very speed has become an adverse factor 
since infantry could not keep up with them 
and they found themselves quickly con- 
fronted by troops employing anti-tank 
weapons with skill and coolness. The 
German Staff is said to have drawn prop- 
er conclusions and have abandoned this 
type for one of heavier armor but less 
speed: but these are the very charac- 
teristics of the present French tank, indi- 
cating sound design and tactical develop 
ment. 

On the other hand the German anti- 
tank gun, cal. 3.5, has brilliantly proven 
its worth, particularly against Russian 
models of tanks which were found to be 
vulnerable in spite of heavier armor, with 
a marked tendency to catch fire. 

A few tactical observations have been 
made here and there ; liaison for combined 
arms has become increasingly difficult 
and was generally of an inferior order. 
Poison gas, death rays, special artillery 
shells, ete., ete., have not appeared so far 
and belong to the realm of legend. Ge®- 
erally speaking, there have been no se2- 
sational developments except perhaps the 
efficacy of anti-aircraft and anti-tank 
weapons of German manufacture; incl 
dentally the Germans are reported to re 
lieve their technical personnel at regular 
intervals, apparently treating the Spanish 
operations as a sort of training school for 
selected individuals. (L’Intransigeant. 
April 20/37.)

selection from the favorable comments 
received as a result of his request for 
suggestions, cited the survey being con- 
ducted by the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL 
on the subject (in which replies are 
strictly confidential and destroyed im- 
mediately after counting) in support of 
his contention that there is sentiment 

for reform, 

Representative Daly, taking the wit- 
ness chair on Monday, said that he was 
going to confine his remarks particu- 
larly to the Marine Corps, as from in- 
formation he had received and from his 
own observation, officers of that Corps 
“have gotten a little rawer deal than 
any other branch of the naval service.” 

Calls For Marine Corps Reform 

“IT have prepared a bill,” he said, 
“Which I believe may correct the situa- 
tion. It is designed to inspire a greater 
sense of duty among officers and pro- 
vides in an equitable and fair way for 
the Corps. The present law has not 
worked out well, in my opinion, either 
for the service as a whole or for the 
men concerned, 

“The Marine Corps is often called the 
‘Army of the sea.’ While a part of the 
Navy, its personnel really serve as 
soldiers. Therefore I consider that the 
system of promotion should follow more 
closely the regulations in effect in the 
Army, rather than those of the Navy. 
Representative Ditter has pointed out 
many instances of abuse and has said 
that ranking naval officers have ad- 
mitted that there are defects. The 
Chairman (Representative Vinson) 
asked him to suggest a better plan than 
that in effect. I agree with him. When 
criticism is made and it is proposed 
to destroy the existing order, a remedy 
should be offered. I am ready to sug- 
gest a remedial plan and I have pre- 
pared a bill to carry out that plan which 
I submit to the committee for its con- 
sideration.” 

Chairman Vinson then suggested to 
Mr. Daly that he introduce his bill 
und it would then be referred to the 
committee as a matter of course. (An 
account of his bill, HR 7232, appears 
elsewhere in this issue.) 

Representative Daly then launched 
into an attack on the present system of 
promotion in the Marine Corps. 

“Promotion is influenced by many 
factors,” he said, “Quarrels between the 
wives of officers sometimes play an im- 
portant part. If I was an officer and 
my wife had quarreled with your wife, 
should you sit on a selection board in 
which my name is considered, I am in- 
formed that my chances would be nil. 
This personal influence is a_ baneful 
thing. It is having a bad effect on the 
service.” 

“You do not suggest that officers on 
the selection board let such matters af- 
fect their judgment,” asked Chairman 
Vinson. 

“There’s not a doubt of it,” returned 
Representative Daly. 

“Have you any proof,” Mr. Vinson 
insisted. 

Charges Alteration of Fitness Report 

“There could not be any proof of it,” 
the Pennsylvanian stated, “But there is 
much talk of such things in the service. 
I do know, however, of a case which 
came before the selection board last 
January. An officer, one who had been 
advanced from a private, submitted an 
application for promotion, and his su- 
perior filled out his report on him, giv- 
ing him the highest rating. Later he 
was informed that ink had been spilled 
all over the report and the superior 
made out a new one, giving him a poor 
rating. I am informed, but cannot 
prove, that this was done on the sug- 





gestion of two men who served on the 
selection. Now something is radically 
wrong in a Corps in which that can 
happen. It is absolutely unfair for a 
man with an excellent record to be 
eased out on small retired pay at the 
age of 40, to try to get a job in some 
activity at which he is unused to and 
probably unfit for.” 

Representative Vinson stopped Mr. 
Daly here, stating that “someone has 
evidently ‘carried you up on the moun- 
tain’ with such a story.” He pointed out 
that officers do not make any applica- 
tion for promotion, and after some ex- 
change of remarks it was made clear 
that Representative Daly was referring 
to fitness reports. 

“We can’t have a different system of 
promotion for the Marine Corps than 
we have for the Navy,” Mr. Vinson 
stated. “But I will say that selection 
in the Marine Corps is more liberal than 
in the Navy. I’ll have something to say 
about that later.” 

Continuing with his statement, Repre- 
sentative Daly contended that officers 
should not be passed over because of 
their age, urging that when officers hav- 
ing equally good records are considered, 
the one with the longer service should 
receive the advancement. 

“Suppose you or I were forced out of 
the service at 40 or 45,” he continued. 
“If we applied to the head of a corpora- 
tion for a job and he looked into our 
record, he would conclude that there 
must be something wrong with us to be 
let out at that age.” 


Adequacy of Retired Pav 

“Do you know that we pay out about 
nine million dollars now for retired 
pay,”’ Chairman Vinson said. “If your offi- 
cer is a major he may receive $3,500 
a year in retired pay.” 

Representative Daly countered with a 
question as to the retired pay of an offi- 
cer “who doesn’t reach the grade of 
major,” and when Mr. Vinson said that 
it would be about $1,000 a year, the 
Pennsylvanian objected that it would 
be about $20 a week and would be in- 
sufficient. 

Continuing to explain his bill, Repre- 
sentative Daly said that one provision 
of it barred any officer from sitting on 
a selection board when any relative by 
blood or marriage is coming before the 
board for consideration. 

“T thoroughly agree,” put in Chair- 
man Vinson, “The selection board 
should be free from all influence.” 

Congressman Daly declared that an- 
other point of his bill provided for rigid 
physical examinations to discover latent 
defects. The main effect of his bill, he 
said, was to emphasize seniority. Chair- 
man Vinson said that he disagreed with 
this point, contending that seniority 
alone as the basis of promotion “stifles 
ambitious youngsters.” Then returning 
to Mr. Daly’s argument as to officers 
having trouble finding employment if 
forcibly retired, the Chairman said: 

“There is no trouble for them to get 
employment, On the contrary we have 
had trouble preventing them from get- 
ting some types of jobs. We had to pass 
a law to prohibit them from being em- 
ployed by firms doing business with the 
Government. Everyone wants’ them. 
They have a fine education, good ad- 
dress and ability.” 

“T disagree absolutely,” Mr. Daly re- 
turned, “Their age is a tremendous 
handicap. No one wants to employ a 
man 40 or 45 years old.” 

Another feature of his bill, Congress- 
man Daly said, would require a mini- 
mum amount of service for promotion, 
“so that a man with six years’ service 
could not be jumped over a man with 
15 or 20 years’ service.” 

“You talk about stifling the ambition 
of youngsters,” he exclaimed, “How 
about stifling the ambition of men in the 
middle years.” 

Representative Vinson said that Mr. 
Daly probably had in mind the fact that 
when the Marine Corps selection law 
was first passed, “promotion was too 
fast,” adding—“we tried to fix that last 
year.” And then continued: 

World War “Hump” Discussed 

“We are all striving for the same 

thing—a good promotion system—and to 





correct the dissatisfaction of officers 
passed over. We have been much im- 
pressed with what you have said. In 
regard to the question of relatives on 
selection boards, we must eliminate 
such favoritism if it does exist. 

“Much of the trouble with the promo- 
tion system has been caused by the large 
‘hump’ which was brought about by the 
commissioning of a large number of offi- 
cers after the World War. After this 
‘hump’ is gone, there will be only about 
“) to 60 to 70 officers eliminated every 
year. That is not a large number out of 
a commissioned strength of 6,500. We 
would be getting along in good shape 
if that is all. My view is that selection 
is far better than seniority. Promotion 
became so stagnated in the Army two 
years ago that Congress had to pass 
legislation promoting 5,000 officers auto- 
matically.” 

Representative Hobbs then took the 
stand and said that he wanted to read 
extracts from letters from officers, but 
wanted to be assured that he would not 
be subjected to a subpoena to produce 
the letters as he did not want the offi- 
cers’ names revealed. Chairman Vinson, 
pointing out that the committee did not 
have any authority to subpoena wit 
nesses or documents, said that Repre- 
sentative Hobbs’ statement that the let- 
ters were bona fide was enough for the 
committee. Then, Mr. Hobbs, after de- 
claring that he had “no community of 
interest” with Representatives Ditter 
and Daly, although he agreed with most 
of what they said, proceeded with his 
statement. 

“T honestly believe,” he began, “That 
we have been operating since 1916 under 
a system of promotion which is damn- 
ing the Navy. I diametrically disagree 
with the statement that seniority pro- 
motion is stagnating to the point that 
it disintegrates the service. The vital 
principle to be observed, it seems to me, 
is to maintain an independence of per- 
sonality among officers of the service 
I do not mean insubordination. This is 
necessary if any esprit de corps and 
fighting spirit is to be had. I do not 
criticize the selection boards. The offi- 
cers have done their best with the sys- 
tem, but it would take God Almighty to 
solve the problem under the present 
laws governing selection.” 

Admitting he is not an expert on 
Navy selection, although he had studied 
the subject for many years, Mr. Hobbs 
added—“Sometimes experts know s80 
much about a subject that they fail to 
see the forest for the trees.” Then con- 
tinuing, he said: 


Contends Selectional Boards 
Unconstitutional 

“My first point is that the action of 
selection boards is dangerously uncon- 
stitutional. I doubt very seriously if we 
have the right to pass the buck to the 
selection boards to do our duty. None 
of the selection laws—the 1916, 1931, 
1934 or 1935 laws—prescribe any rules 
to guide the boards. They take the buck 
we pass them and run with it as they 
please.” 

Congressman Hobbs then read from a 
letter he said had been written by a flag 
officer after serving on a_ selection 
board. Speaking of an officer who had 
been passed over by the board, the ad- 
miral in the letter quoted, said that he 
considered the officer much superior to 
some of those selected and added, “some 
of the things selection boards do is be- 
yond my understanding, and I include 
the board on which I served.” 

Representative Stephen Gambrill, D. 
of Md., commented that the Supreme 
Court often disagreed among its own 
members, and Chairman Vinson ob- 
served that such comments as Mr. 
Hobbs had read were a common oc- 
currence, 

A reference was made by Mr. Hobbs 
to the report of the General Board on 
selection, he stating that he had not 
read it but had heard it referred to 
many times. Admiral Andrews, who was 
seated just behind the witness chair, 
told the Alabaman that he would be 
glad to furnish him with a copy to read. 
Chairman Vinson said that the com- 
mittee would have the report before it

Admiral Jehu Valentine Chase, USN 
retired, one time commander of the 


United States Fleet. and former chair- 
man of the Navy General Board, died 
on Sunday, May 23, at Coronado, Calif. 

Admiral Chase from 1930 till 1951 held 
the post of commander in chief of the 
United States Fleet, the Navy's highest 
position afloat. He returned to take over 
the chairmanship of the Navy General 
Board in 1931 and retired from active 
duty in 1988 after 47 years of service. 

He was awarded the Distinguished 
Service Medal for his actions in bring- 
ing the USS Minnesota into Philadelphia 
after she had struck a mine off Dela- 
ware.

Col. George G. Seaman, ORC, died at 
St. Louis, Mo., May 15, 1937, at the age 
of 51.

later on. Then reading from the hear- 
ings before the House subcommittee on 
naval appropriations last winter, dur- 
ing which Representative Ditter ques- 
tioned Admiral Andrews at length, Mr. 
Hobbs recalled that Representative Dit- 
ter had asked the Admiral if he could 
suggest anything to “eliminate the criti- 
cism of favoritism presently prevailing” 
and that the Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation had replied—*“I do not think 
there is any criticism at present pre- 
vailing as to the personal equation of 
the selection board.” 

Surveys of Officers Discussed 
Congressman Hobbs also quoted Ad- 
miral Andrews testimony to the effect 
that every officer of the Navy had been 
invited to write in and give any ideas 
they had as to improvement of selec- 
tion and that about 150 officers had 
answered. 

“T suppose about 90 per cent of them 
were favorable to the system,” com- 
mented Mr. Hobbs, “But how about the 
5,850 who didn’t reply. In this connec- 
tion let me quote from the ARMY AND 
Navy Journat of May 22, 1937. On 
page S02 they say with regard to a se- 
cret poll they are conducting among 
officers of the service: 

“The first few days’ returns in the Army 
and Navy Journal's promotion survey finds 
officers of the Navy and Marine voting more 
than two to one for immediate action to 
remedy defects in the present system. 

“An overwhelming majority—285 of the 
first 300 questionnaires counted—declare that 
they believe there is a necessity for some 
form of selection in the Navy. Only 91 of 
these, however, favor the system of selection 
now in force, as against 198 who declare them- 
selves opposed to it. Practically the same divi- 
sion is found with regard to the third ques- 
tion in the survey, 199 officers stating that 
they believe that the hazards of involuntary 
retirement under present law is harmful to 
morale, with 89 disagreeing. A majority— 
136 to 122—opposed the Sims plan, while 210 
voted for immediate remedial legislation with 
80 officers dissenting.” 

“That shows what they think,” he con- 
tinued, “More than two to one want im- 
mediate action to remedy defects.” 

“Yes,"” commented Chairman Vinson, 
“And it shows that the great majority 
apnroves of selection.” 

“What I am saying,” Mr. Hobbs said, 
“is that the Admiral’s testimony that 
there is no criticism of selection is not 
borne out. He is in the dark as to what 
the men in the Navy are thinking. They 
won't talk to him. They know they will 
be put in the diseard if they speak ad- 
versely of the selection system. They’ll 
be eased out. They have selection up 
now and officers are ‘passed over,’ but 
it’s the same as being selected out. It 
has absolutely the same stigma as be- 
ing named by the ‘plucking board.’ We 
need never expect to get a frank expres- 
sion on this subject or any other when an 
officer’s promotion may depend on it. 
Their heads are in the lion’s mouth all 
of the time because of this iniquitous 
selection system.” 

Cost of the Retired List 

Representative Hobbs said that his 
next reason for urging reform was based 


on a question of economy, and he 
quoted from the hearings before the 
House Appropriations Committee, at 


which Rear Adm. Charles Conard and 
Capt. T. S. Wilkinson testified that the 
cost of the retired list would increase 
from $8,297,701 for this year to $9,000,- 
000 next year and to $13,100,00 by 
about 1943. In his statement, the Repre- 
sentative mentioned the officers who 
have been passed over and are extra 
numbers in grade, and a member of the 
committee asked what he meant by such 
“extra numbers.” 

“Oh, that’s some sort of shenanigans 
they have in the Navy,” he said, “Offi- 
cers who have not been promoted are 
disgraced by having this stigma of be- 
ing passed over put on them, They are 
in a sort of a half-baked status,” 

“Instead of throwing out these offi- 
cers who are not promoted,” Chairman 
Vinson said, “We retain them in service 
for an additional seven years. They 
can’t pass the test, but instead of throw- 
ing them out we keep them in for a few 
years.” 





Referring to the cost of the retired 
list, Chairman Vinson said that if we 
continue to “feed them in from the 
spigot,” we will have to “pour them out 
at the bung.” There must be elimina- 
tion if the appointments to the Naval 
Academy are continued as at present 
and if the system of elimination is 
wrong, then the appointments must be 
reduced, he said. 

Continuing his statement, Representa- 
tive Hobbs declared: 

“This system is killing the manhood 
of the Navy. It is making officers a 
bunch of bootlickers. They know that 
without successful bootlicking they can’t 
rise. In the make-up of a fighting man 
the chief factor is that he can look any 
man in the face and tell him to go to 
hell. You can’t have this in the Navy at 
present. This to me overshadows all 
else, 

Hits Competition System 

“The Navy should be more of a happy 
family, instead of a service where every- 
one is trying to step on each other’s neck 
to achieve higher rank. Admiral 
Andrews in his testimony before the ap- 
propriations committee said that he was 
in favor of taking in a sufficiently large 
number of officers to bring about compe- 
tition. This seems to me to he the root 
of the evil. Instead of working to- 
gether, calling an officer’s attention to 
his faults and helping him, they send it 
in in a report where it will go against 
him before the selection board. This 
system of espionage is radically and 
fundamentally wrong. 

“T am not in favor of the Ditter reso- 
lution. It does not go far enough. We 
should issue a mandatory injunction 
upon the Navy to stop everything as it 
was two years ago, and then issue a rule 
nisi, calling upon the Navy to show 
cause why the system should not be 
overhauled. The tyne of personnel that 
it produces now will never win a war 
and can never man a fleet.” 

As his third recommendation, Repre- 
sentative Hobbs said that he would nar- 
row the base by cutting down the ap- 
pointments to Annapolis. The appoint- 
ment of 336 ensigns each year, he said, 
was “foolish, silly, and uneconomical” 
when the elimination of officers by nor- 
mal attrition amounted to only 166. 

Representative Hobbs appeared before 
the committee again on Tuesday, con- 
tinuing his statement. He read at length 
from a letter from a naval officer, who 
he said had not been passed over, who 
sharply criticized the selection system 
and its effect on morale. The strongly 
worded indictment charged that naval 
officers were guilty of “bootlicking, 
cheating, lying and dishonesty” as the 
result of the system, contending the gun- 
nery and engineering competitions, “on 
which fitness reports were to a large 
extent based,” had to be changed be- 
cause of the “cheating.” 

Concluding reading the letter, the 
Alabama Congressman said that he did 
not agree with the statements contained 
therein. It presented too exaggerated a 
picture, he said, adding that he had 
read it only because it was typical of 
the letters he had received. 

“T believe,” he said, “that the dam- 
age that has been done is in its 
incipiency. We can still remedy condi- 
tions. We must, however, abandon the 
creeping sand foundation on which we 
are trying to build a Navy, or rather 
keep it built. We have a fine Navy as a 
whole. The high command is composed 
of fine men. The Naval Academy is do- 
ing great work in building character 
and turning out good officer material. 
We can improve conditions, however, by 
abolishing this system which is sapping 
its strength.” 

Representative Vinson objected to 
the picture presented by the letter Mr. 
Hobbs had just read, and the latter 
reiterated that he did not believe it 
either, adding that he had only pre- 
sented it to refute Admiral Andrews’ 
statement before the appropriations 
subcommittee that there was no dis- 
satisfaction with selection. A_ little 
later, however, he termed the selection 
system “a very vicious breeder of lost 
manhood,” whereupon Representative 
Gambrill asked him what substitute he 





would propose to correct the situation. 
Chairman Vinson broke in, stating: 

“He would make every officer his 
brother’s keeper. He would eliminate 
competition.” 

“Absolutely,” returned the Alabaman. 
“Admiral Andrews and every other 
officer should be his brother’s keeper. 
He should be a booster of his brother 
officer, help him, and brag about him 
when he does a fine thing.” 

Representative A. N. Phillips, D. of 
Conn. asked the witness if he would dis- 
tinguish between “professional competi- 
tion” and “tea-table and beer table 
competition.” 

“Oh, he wants the strong to take care 
of the weak,” Chairman Vinson said, 
“And the good officer carry the unfit.” 

“No, I do not,” Mr. Hobbs returned, 
“T mean we should eliminate the sort 
of competition where. men step on each 
other’s necks to get on—unfair competi- 
tion.” 

Chairman Vinson then questioned the 
witness, bringing out that his criticism 
was not against any alleged favoritism 
by selection boards, but against the sys- 
tem whereby an officer’s future depended 
upon the recommendations of his su- 
perior officers in fitness reports. Con- 
tinuing, Mr. Hobbs charged that officers 
did not give their full mind to their 
work as they had to prepare “for the 
inevitable day” when they would have 
to find work on the outside. He made 
the statement that officers “who were 
not admiral’s sons or kinsmen or had 
no pull, felt that they had to prepare 
for a civilian job.” Mr. Vinson declared 
that being an admiral’s son did not give 
a young officer any favorable treatment 
and Mr. Hobbs agreed*to this “except 
as far as personal equation is always 
present,” adding that he meant that offi- 
cers who were not so situated felt that 
their lack of “pull” might make a dif- 
ference. 

Representative Hobbs’ Proposals 

The witness then summarized his rec- 
ommendations as follows: (1) stop all 
promotions and selections as of last 
June; (2) call upon the Navy Depart- 
ment to review the whole situation in 
the light of recent criticism; (3) “nar- 
row the base” (fewer appointments to 
the Academy) and “widen the top” 
(more officers in the upper grades) ; 
(4) lay down in the law rules of proce- 
dure for selection boards; (5) require 
selection boards to submit written 
statements as to reasons for selecting 
officers up or out; (6) provide a “court 
of review” in which officers selected out 
or passed over may present a defense. 

Members of the committee questioned 
him regarding a number of his pro- 
posals. Representative Patrick H. 
Drewry, D. of Va., asked whether or 
not his plan for increasing the number 
of officers in the upper ranks would not 
involve an increased cost. The Ala- 
baman said that it would probably cost 
a little more, but that he felt that Con- 
gress will approve an increase to provide 
a sound system of promotion for the Navy. 
He and Representative Vinson argued 
at some length as to whether or not 
the Congress should exercise more au- 
thority over the action of selection 
hoards. The chairman contended that 
Congress had established a vardstick for 
the selection boards in prescribing the 
number of officers on the board and the 
number of votes required for selection. 

“Rules for their guidance must be laid 
down,” insisted Mr. Hobbs, “The Consti- 
tution of the United States does not let 
us delegate our duties without laying 
down definite rules for administration 
of the law.” 

“T suggest then that the gentlemen 
arise in the House and propose that the 
Congress decide upon the allocation of 
relief money in the relief bill,” Chair- 
man Vinson returned. “You know that 
members of Congress cannot even des- 
ignate where postoffices in their district 
shall be located.” 

Congressman Hobbs protested that 
there was no parallel between the two 
situations, declaring that Congress can 
require selection boards to consider cer- 
tain things in making their recommen- 
dations. Chairman Vinson agreed that 
this could be done. The witness and Mr. 








Vinson again crossed swords over the 
former’s proposal that every officer 
forcibly retired be given a court of re 
view, the Georgian contending that an 
officer now had such an “appeal court” 
in the Secretary of the Navy and the 
President, who must approve the re. 
ports of selection boards, and Mr. Hobbs 
declaring that there was no real appeal 
as a matter of practice.

Navy Personnel Bills Introduced 

The opening of hearings before the 
Ilouse Naval Committee this week on 
legislation to suspend action of Navy 
selection boards for one year brought 
forth a number of bills pertaining to the 
promotion situation in the Navy and 
Marine Corps. 

Representative William H. Sutphin, 
D. of N. J., introduced a joint resolu- 
tion (H. J. Res, 381) providing “That 
the powers and duties conferred by law 
or regulation upon selection boards for 
the Navy which are or many hereafter 
be established shall not be exercised 
after the date of the enactment of this 
Act and prior to July 1, 1988, and no 
recommendation ef any such board, 
made since June 30, 1936, shall be 
effective.” 

The measure was presented to supple- 
ment the Ditter resolution under which 
the House committee is proceeding, after 
testimony was presented indicating that 
the resolution would have no effect on 
officers selected and passed over during 
the current fiscal year. 

Representative J. Burrwood Daly, D. 
of Pa.. a witness before the committee, 
presented a bill repealing the Marine 
Corps selection act of May 29, 1934 and 
providing that the lineal list of officers 
of the Corps shall be as it stood on that 
date, officers since selected for higher 
rank remaining stationary until other 
officers regain their original seniority 
over them. The bill further provides for 
# mental and physical examination for 
promotion from second lieutenant to 
first lieutenant and for a strict physical 
examination for advancement to other 
grades. Distribution of officers in 
grades is set as follows: 1% generals; 
6% colonels; 9% lieutenant colonels; 
254% majors: the remainder in the 
grades of captain and lieutenant. A 
service limitation to promotion to field 
rank is provided to prevent advance- 
ment prior to completion of 15 years’ 
service for major, 20 years’ service for 
lieutenant colonel, and 26 years’ service 
for colonel is prescribed. 

Advancement to first lieutenant and 
captain as now provided by law, is 
authorized in the bill with voluntary re- 
tirement allowed for officers with 15 
years’ service. Advancement on the re- 
tired list one rank for officers cited for 
gallantry in action is provided. The ser- 
vice-in-grade retirement laws now in 
effect, are continued, it is provided, except 
that colonels not on the eligible list for 
brigadier general shall not be retired 
until 60 years old. 

Another bill introduced would author- 
ize lieutenants, junior grade, not se- 
lected, who were appointed ensigns of 
the permanent line in accordance with 
the Act of March 3, 1901, shall have the 
option of reverting “to such permanent 
warrant or permanent commissioned- 





warrant status in the lineal position to 
which their seniority would have en- | 
titled them had their service subsequent 


to such appointment been rendered in 
the status to which they revert.” 

Another bill, introduced by Repre- 
sentative Maas, would promote lieu- 
tenants and lieutenants, junior grade, 
of the Line and Staff and officers of 
comparable rank of the Marine Corps 
who failed of promotion by reason of 
extension of selection to the lower 
grades after they had made the number 
for advancement.

League Seeks Selection Witnesses 


John B, Stetson, jr., Secretary of the 
Air Defense League, said yesterday that 
a postponement of the hearings on the 
Ditter resolution in Congress until next 
Wednesday was a great advantage to 
those desirous of revising the present 
Selection System in the Navy. 

“We, of the Air Defense League,” 
stuted Mr. Stetson, “have been working 
continuously for legislation which 
would remedy evils which we believe 
exist in the present system and which 
are disrupting not only the morale but 
the efficiency of our entire Naval estab- 
lishment. We expect to appear before 
the Committee which will hold hearings 
on the Ditter resolution, and this post- 
ponement until next week gives us a 
greater opportunity of correlating our 
facts and marshalling our arguments. 

“It is absolutely essential, however, 
that this Committee be given facts and 
figures which will definitely prove that 
the present system of Selection can, and 
should, be improved upon, These facts, 
I believe, can only be presented, in the 
most authoritative way, by those who 
live under the System. This is why the 
Air Defense League believes that the 
report of the General Board of the Navy 
sent to Secretary Swanson should be 
made public. Now is the time when 
many Naval officers who have advocated 
changes in Selection must volunteer to 
testify before the Committee on the Dit- 
ter resolution and give their views. I 
do not believe any member of Congress 
will call these men unless they have 
previously indicated their willingness to 
testify. It is hoped that those officers 
in the Navy who are willing to testify, 
will signify their willingness to either 
the Air Defense League or to Congress- 
man J. William Ditter, and at the same 
time indicate generally what the nature 
of their testimony will be. 

“T can assure all those who read these 
pages,” continued Mr. Stetson, “that the 
Air Defense League is in this fight to 
the end, but it is highly desirable that

Merchant Marine 

The importance of a merchant marine 
to National Defense was emphasized by 
speakers throughout the country at Mari- 
time Day dinners, May 22. 

Leading speaker was Joseph P. Ken- 
nedy, chairman of the Maritime Commis- 
sion, whose address before the Propeller 
Club in the Hotel Astor, New York City, 
was broadcast to other dinners. 

“So far as the shipbuilder is con- 
cerned,’ Mr. Kennedy said, “we must 
frankly recognize that the statute repre- 
sents an effort to subsidize his industry. 
This has not been done because the ad- 
ministration has a particular affection for 
the ship construction companies of this 
country. Not at all. It was done because 
a realistic Congress recognized that in 
the scheme of national defense, as well as 
for the proper assurance of replacements 
of our merchant marine, the preservation 
of the shipbuilding industry must be 
maintained. And shipyards to be really 
maintained must be used as well as 
equipped. They must not rust while they 


‘eet: 
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wait, they must be going concerns. 

“Of course we will pay more for ships 
so constructed, But we will be paying for 
more than just the ships themselves. This 
construction differential subsidy is for 
the builder, not the operator. And even 
for the builder the only advantage will be 
his increased business. In that American 
labor and material men will participate.” 

In Baltimore, Rear Adm, Hutch I. Cone, 
USN-Ret., former chairman of the Ship- 
ping Board, addressed the Propeller Club 
there, stating that it is impossible to esti- 
mate the benefit that would result from 
a merchant marine as an important ad- 
junct to the Navy. Without a merchant 
marine, he said, the navy would be all 
dressed up and no place to go.

$405,975 a year, the Secretary stated. 

Under the bill submitted to Congress 
this week by the Department the exam- 
ination of warrant officers for advance- 
ment to chief warrant grade would be 
by a board of commissioned officers in 
all cases. Under existing law, pay 
clerks and machinists may be examined 
by commissioned officers, while other 
grades are examined by boards of chief 
warrant officers, 

“Were all warrant officers examined 
under the same law by boards presided 
over by commissioned officers,” Secre- 
tary Swanson said in a letter to the 
Speaker of the House, “administrative 
procedure would be simplified, all candi- 
dates would be subjected to examina- 
tion before boards of officers better 
qualified to determine fitness for promo- 
tion than are some of the boards now 
composed entirely of chief warrant offi- 
cers, and as a result the efficiency of 
the chief warrant officers as a group 
would be improved, with consequent 
benefit to the Navy.”

Financial Digest 

The June issue of the Federal Reserve 
Bulletin reports that industrial activity 
in April and the first half of May was 
maintained at the relatively high level of 
recent months. The general level of whole- 
sale commodity prices declined somewhat, 
reflecting considerable reductions in 
prices of many raw materials and semi- 
finished products. 

The Board's seasonally adjusted index 
of industrial production in April con- 
tinued at 118 per cent of the 1923-1925 
average. Manufacturing production rose 
further, reflecting increased output of 
durable goods. Activity at steel mills was 
at a rate slightly higher than in March 
and about equal to that in the peak month 
of 1929. Automobile production con- 
tinued to expand. In the first three weeks 
of May output in these industries was 
maintained at the levels reached at the 
close of April. Increases in output in 
April were also reported for lumber and 
plate glass. At textile mills where output 
has been at a high level in recent months 
there was a slight reduction in activity. 

At bituminous coal mines output de- 
clined sharply following an increase in 
March, when consumers accumulated 
stocks of coal in anticipation of a strike. 
Crude petroleum output, which had 


risen sharply from November to March, 
showed further growth in April. Pro. 
duction of most metals also increased. 

Value of construction contracts award- 
ed, as reported by the F. W. Dodge Cor- 
poration, increased more than seasonally 
from March to April and continued higher 
than a year ago, reflecting, as in earlier 
months of the year, a larger volume of 
residential building and of other pri- 
vately-financed work.
